PRESENT SITUATION.

London, Oct. 9.—(By Mail.)—Or- 


ganized labor first suggested how to 
deal with tie labor shortage in mu- 
nitions industries.

Child Labor Act becomes effective on 
January 1st. arrangements are being; 
nude to establish continuation school* 
in the school districts of PennayU 
vania. All minors between the agw 
of 14 and 16 years, who have work- 
ing certificates, except those employ- 
ed on the farm or in domestic ser- 
vice in private homes, will be requir- 
ed to attend. These schools must be 
in session the same number of weeks 
as are the regular schfiol* of the par- 
ticular district It will be necessary 
ft* each pupil to attend a continua- 
tion school eight hour* per week. He 
may be present a period of eight 
hoars on one day per week and two 
days of four hours gar week or four 
days of two hours each; or if thought 
advisable, the instruction may be 
given continuously, provided the total 
number of hours of schooling receiv- 
ed by these pupils be equivalent to 
eight hours per week taring the 
school year. 


All of the continuation schools 


must be approved by the state de- 
partment of public instruction in re- 
gard to their location, equipment, 
courses of study, qualification of 
teachers and method of instruction. 


The schools may be conducted 


either in the regular school houses or 
in factories and stores. Many of the 
larger manufacturers and merchants 
have fitted, out rooms in their estab- 
lishments as school rooms where in- 
structors from the school department 
will come to execute the work plan- 
ned. None of these schools are per- 
mitted to be in session on Saturday 
or Sunday nor are they allowed to 
open before eight o'clock in the morn- 
ing or close after five in the after-

All minors between the agw 
of 14 and 16 years, who have work- 
ing certificates, except those employ- 
ed on the farm or in domestic ser- 
vice in private homes, will be requir- 
ed to attend. These schools must be 
in session the same number of weeks 
as are the regular schfiol* of the par- 
ticular district It will be necessary 
ft* each pupil to attend a continua- 
tion school eight hour* per week. He 
may be present a period of eight 
hoars on one day per week and two 
days of four hours gar week or four 
days of two hours each; or if thought 
advisable, the instruction may be 
given continuously, provided the total 
number of hours of schooling receiv- 
ed by these pupils be equivalent to 
eight hours per week taring the 
school year. 


All of the continuation schools 


must be approved by the state de- 
partment of public instruction in re- 
gard to their location, equipment, 
courses of study, qualification of 
teachers and method of instruction. 


The schools may be conducted 


either in the regular school houses or 
in factories and stores. Many of the 
larger manufacturers and merchants 
have fitted, out rooms in their estab- 
lishments as school rooms where in- 
structors from the school department 
will come to execute the work plan- 
ned.
